speaks out

John Gardiner has 
learned to cope with 
bribery accusations 
and committee inter- 
ference in his coach- 
ing duties. “It’s part 
and parcel of my 
career now,’ said 
Gardiner, sacked a 
fortnight ago as 
coach of Melbourne 
Croatia and replaced 
by Tommy Cumming. 


Croatia’s committee reac- 
ted swiftly to news that Gar- 
diner would accompany arch 
tival Green Gully Ajax on its 
end-of-season trip to Nou- 
mea. But Gardiner’s problems 
at Croatia this season were 
far more deep-seated. 


“| realised quite a while 
back that | was a week-to- 
week proposition as coach,”’ 
he said. 

“There have been all sorts 
of allegations flying around 
that I was bribed by different 
clubs, which is very insulting 
and simply not true. 

“If I had listened to the 
committee this year, they 
would have got rid of Peter 
Blasby, Ante Bilaver and Dave 
Brogan.” 

Gardiner is the only man to 
coach Croatia for a full season 
in the 1980’s. That was back in 
1980. He played with Green 
Gully Ajax in 198) and 1982. 
During that time, Croatia won 
just one Victorian honor — the 
1981 State League Cup — a sur- 
prisingly lean period for a club 
which won every available 
Victorian honor under Gar- 
diner in the late 1970's and 
1980. 

Gardiner claims he is owed 
money by Croatia but he won't 
take legal action against the 
club. 

“Over the year, Croatia has 
been very good to me. The club 
honored every commitment to 
me with the exception of this 
year. I've enjoyed myself at 
Croatia and I have a lot of re- 
spect for some people at the 
club. 

“And don’t forget that I’ve 
been back and forward to 
Croatia a few times now, yet 
I’ve never once asked to leave, 
I had a two-year contract with 
Croatia back in the 1970’s when 
the club sold me to Hellas, 
then asked me to come back, 
The club kept me out of the 
game for three months in 1979, 
then asked me to come back. 
The club decided that I was 
finished when it sold me to 
Gully in 1981 but asked me to 
come back and help them this 
year. 

“The committee decided re- 
cently that I wasn’t successful. 
That's their prerogative. They 
hire and fire as they see fit, All 
I ask is that the committee be 
judged in the same way I was. 
They hired me. If I wasn’t suc- 
cessful, what does that say 
about them? 

“I could have had the Gully 
coaching job this year but [ 
wanted to go back to Croatia, 
because I've had an enjoyable 
time there in the past.” 

Gardiner is well aware of 
bribery accusations levelled

against him. When he was with 
Green Gully Ajax in 1981, he 


was accused of bribing 
Croatia players Steve Short 
and Peter Blasby after Ajax 
downed its arch rival in a 
crucial league match. And last 
year, with Ajax clear on top of 
the league ladder, Gardiner 
and Ajax stopper Stuart Ca- 
nnell were injured and unable 
to play against Croatia. Ajax 
lost the match, prompting al- 
legations that Croatia had paid 
Gardiner not to play. Ajax 
treasurer Arnold Langer even 
discussed the rumor with Gar- 
diner at the time. 

The conspiracy theory 
climaxed this season when 
Croatia lost an important 
league game to Juventus 2-3, 
after leading 2-0 with 30 
minutes left. Croatia striker 
David Brogan -had a groin 
injury and couldn’t play. 

“Brogan was sore at train- 
ing on the Friday before the 
Juventus game, He couldn’t do 
any sprints and had to stop 
practising penalties, He rang 
me on the morning of the 
match and said that he wasn't 
fit enough to play. Some com- 
mitteemen started Saying, 
after we lost, that Brogan was 
faking injury and that J] had 
been bribed by Ajax to throw 
the game. How the hell could I 
throw the game? I wasn’t play- 
ing.”’

_Scharmann gets $27,500 
over sack 


from APIA 





Mir Justice Wootten has ordered APIA Soccer Club to 
pay its former Austrian star player Johann Scharmann 
$27,500 dollars damages for wrongful dismissal. 


Meanwhile, Rale 
Rasic, sacked by SM- 
Hellas, still is waiting 
for his case to go to 
court. He has issued a 
writ claiming $64,300. 


Mr Justice Wootten said 
APIA’s president, secretary 
and soccer director all had en- 
gaged in “deceitful activities” 
over the signing-on of Schar- 
mann. 


The club also had behaved in 
a very high-handed manner 
and tried to “run him out of 
the country’’ as soon as pos- 
sible after his dismissal on 
August | this year 


In the Equity Division of the 
supreme court, Mr Justice 
Wootten was told Scharmann, 
an Austrian player of inter- 
national repute, began playing 
for APIA early this year. 


He Signed a two-year con- 
tract drawn up by the club’s 
president, Nick Papallo, a so- 
licitor. 


The contract stipulated pay- 
ment of a signing-on fee: of 
$10,000 a year, $300 a week and 
air fares for himself, his wife 
and son, to Australia and 
return to Austria. 


Scharmann was to ‘be em- 
ployed as the club’s soccer 
secretary and public relations 
officer. 


The judge said Scharman, 
34, gave evidence that these 
duties were inserted in the 
contract to provide ‘“‘an os- 
tensible explanation for what 
was, in Australian terms, a 
high remuneration’. 

It was never intended he 
should carry out those duties. 

He was later asked to sign 
another contract, which he 
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APIA president 
Nick Papallo 


was told was “for the im- 
migration department’. 


Scharmann signed the docu- 
ment after protesting that it 
contained a different com- 
mencing date and made no ref- 
erence to the signing-on fee or 
his duties as soccer secretary 
and public relations officer 


Mr Justice Wootten said Mr 
Papailo and the club’s soccer 
secretary, Mr Orsatti, both 
had signed documents de- 
signed to deceive the immigra- 
tion department and the secre- 
tary, Mr Barbato, had acted 
deceitfully towards Schar- 
mann over acommodation pro- 
vided for him and his family. 


Mr Barbato had told him the 
rent of an apartment the club 
had found for them would be 
$130 a week. 


When they said this was too 
much, Mr Barbato made a 
telephone call and said they 
could have it for $115. 


The judge said that in fact 
Mr Barbato held a lease of the 
premises for $100 a week. 


He said an affivadit provid- 
ed by Mr Barbato to the court 
included ‘‘the quite false state- 
ment that the club had paid the 
sum of $115 a week to an estate 





agency when, in fact, it had 
paid it to him.” 


“The credit of all three 
(club) witnesses was effecti- 
vely destroyed,” Mr Justice 
Wootten said. 


He added the club’s reasons 
for dismissing Scharmann 
were that he failed to keep an 
undertaking given to Mr Pa- 
pallo that he would refrain 
from playing cards on club 
premises, and that he had re- 
fused to play a match with the 
club’s under-19 team. 


The judge said he accepted 
Scharmann’s denial that he 
had given no such undertaking. 


He said there was strong 
reason for thinking Mr Papallo 
was trying to set up sdme 
excuse for getting rid of Schar- 
mann, who had twice pulled a 
leg muscle during soccer prac- 
tice and had missed several 
competition games. 


If Scharmann had on one oc- 
casion disobeyed an order by 
the club’s coach, Mr Bottalico, 
to play with the under-19 team, 
as permitted under Australian 
soccer federation rules, it did 
not necessarily follow that the 
club was entitled to dismiss 
him. 


This had had “extraordina- 
rily harsh consequences” for 
Scharmann. 


The judge fixed damaged for 
Scharmann at $27,500, in- 
cluding his wages for the re- 
mainder of 1983 and the whole 
of 1984, and the $10,000 signing- 
on fee for 1984. 


He suspended the execution 
of his order for 14 days so the 
club could consider an appeal.

So let’s forget this crazy 
notion of having a part-time 
national coach. 

In my opnion, we need a full- 
time national team manager 
— who must also be a qualified 
coach — to co-ordinate all 
national teams and to super- 
vise the coaches of the various 
national teams. The coach of 
the senior team also must be a 
full-time appointee. 

There’s been talk that Jim 
Shoulder may be handed the 
national youth squad. I’ve got 
nothing againstthe man, but he 
came from nowhere, was ap- 
pointed national coach, and 
now he’s suddenly a leading 
candidate for the second most- 
important job in Australian 
coaching without ever having 


‘coached a club side. 


Sure, most of the 1983 
national youth team players 
came from the Institute of 
Sport where Shoulder coaches, 
but then the Institute invites 
the best youth players from 
throughout Australia. By Eu- 
ropean standards, however, 
the Institute is only an advan- 
ced soccer camp. Such in- 
stitutes should produce coach- 
es, not players. 

The people at the top in Aus- 
tralian soccer seem to be 
living in the past. They face 
the choice of making soccer 





more professional or turning it 
completely amateur. The way 
they're going, they'll probably 
do the latter

Canberra achieved a history- 
making eighth home win and 
three vital points to shoot three 
places higher on the league ladder 
with a 2-1 wictory over Adelaide 
City in Canberra on Sunday.

The Bill Fleming Medal, 
named in recognition of the 
work of former ‘Argus’ journa- 
list Bill Fleming, is an annual 
award presented by the Victor- 
ian branch of the Australian 
Soccer Press Association.

Sweden held the Slavs to a. 0-0 draw in Belgrade and finished off 
the Eastern Europeans with a 3-2 win in Stockholm.

Hungary turned on some fine stuff in its clash with the con- 
fident French. The Magyars won both legs to move into the semi- 
finals on an impressive 5-2 aggregate. 

The final series was held in Spain and the long-suffering Spa- 
nish fans had every reason to expect their team to win the Cup. 

Spain had produced some magnificent clubs over the years but 
ue national team — without imported stars — never really hit it 
off.
